States ambassador to Egypt, Jef- 
ferson Caffery. He imparted his 
vision to Egyptians in a state- 
ment marking the first anniver- 
sary of his arrival in Cairo, 

“The Western Desert,” he said, 
“has great possibilities for the 
future of Egypt.” 

The hope for such transforma- 
tion, he added, lay in modern 
techniques and machinery, es- 
pecially as envisaged in Presi- 
dent Truman's Point Four pro- 
gram. 

Caffery, dean of 
States diplomatic t 
Middle East, with a career of 40 
years behind him, said that in 
Egypt he had seldom been more 
deeply interested in the problems 
of a host country. 


Student 
Of Problem 


“I am an ardent walker,” he 
told Egyptians. “I think I can 
say truthfully that I have walked 
hundreds of miles in Egypt, see- 
ing various sights of historical 
and economic interest. In my ex- 
plorations during the past year, I 
have come to fee] that one of the 
greatest problems which Egypt 
faces is that of the desert.” 
Caffery said the desert held in 
bounds the Nile Valley with a 
pressure that became tighter as 
the population grew. 

Egypt, it might be said, “is held 
in a straight-jacket by the des- 
ert,” he pointed out. 

However, in the days of the Ro- 
map Empire, he sald the Western 
Desert flourished with systems 
of watersheds and cisterns which 


made possible the production of

To provide more water, Caffery 
said, irrigation experts have ad- 
vanced three possible methods: 
to build large dams at the equa- 
torial sources of the Nile for 
perennial storage; to divert the 
Nile’s discharge into Wadi Ray- 
yan in Upper Egypt to preserve 
the flood water, and use the un- 
derground water in the Western 
Desert, especially south, south- 
west and west of Alexandria.

To “gerrymander” is to estab- 
lish the limits of electoral dis- 
ts in such a way as to favor 
party im power by scattering 


their partisans in as many dis- 
tricts as possible, while keeping 
opposition votes in the smallest 


number of districts. Such a prac- 
tice results in very oddly-shaped 
electoral districts, and, according 
to White's political dictionary, 
was named for Governor Elbridge 
Gerry of Massachusetts, who sign- 
ed a state law which was guilty 
of this. Someone is said to have 
remarked that a certain district 
on the map looked like a salaman- 
der, another to have made the 
riposte that it was more like a 
“gerrymander 

“Roorback” is also of American 
origin, and desi tes a false re- 
port or slander invented for a 
political purpose, especially~just 
before an election. The word ap- 
peared suddenly in the United 
States during the presidential 
campaign of James F. Polk—of 
“54-40 or fight” fame. A journalist 


invented an imaginary traveler 
named “Mr. Roor k” who had 
written an equal imaginary 
book in which statements dam- 


aging to Mr. Polk appeared. One 
of the stories was that a gang of 
slaves branded with Mr. Polk's 
initials had been seen on their 
way south to be sold—a typical 
“roorback.” 

The word “stump” as applied to 
political campaigning dates back

did actually use stumps as plat- 
forms or pulpits from which to 
address the voters. Indeed, the 
word “stump” in all its meanings 
and usages provides a sort of 
capsule history of pioneering on 
this continent. 

“Hustings” is the English 
equivalent of the American 
“stump” and originally meant a 
house assembly or council, espe- 
cially one called by an earl or a 
king 

Later it was applied to the 
place where such an assembly 
met, and specifically to the upper 
end and platform of the Guildhall 
in London, where the court of 
the Lord Mayor, the Recorder and 
the Sheriffs (Aldermen to us) 
took their places in what was 
long the supreme council of Lon- 
don. 

From this usage the word “hust- 
ings” was applied to the tempor- 
ary platforms on which candi- 
dates of Parliament formerly 
stood for vocal nomination by the 
voters of the borough, and finally 
to all the proceedings at a pariia- 
mentary election.

Kidney Stone Effects Can Be Painful 


Many people who have experi- 
enced different kinds of painful 
illnesses, claim that passing a 
kidney stone is the worst of all. 
At any rate there is no doubt 


that someone who has had this 
to go 


difficulty never wants 
through it again 
and dreads the 
possibility of 
another attack. 

Exactly what 


causes kidney 
stones is atill 
somewhat un- 


certain, The 
chemical nature 
of stones is not 
alike in all vr. soraen 
cases, so that probably the causes 
are not always the same. They 
form in a part of the kidney, and 


may stay in this par witbout 


producing symptoms for a long 
time. Infection, slow flow of 
urine, diet, and perhaps other 
things are believed to lead to the 
formation of these hard chemical 
compounds, 

When 2 stone leaves the kidney 
and starts to pass down the small, 
sensitive passageway to the blad- 
der, the pain starts. This is usu- 
ally accompanied by blood in the 
urine, and by excruciating pain 
which is likely to be felt in the 
back. 


Pain Relief 
Needed Most 


At this stage of the game the 
sufferer needs relief from the 
pain more than anything else. 
This usually requires morphine, 
often in large quantities. Besides 
relieving the immediate pain, the 
morphive causes relaxation, and 


may make it easier for the stone 
to pass on to the bladder, 
Unfortunately, the passage of 
one stone is too often the sign 
that others have formed, and may 
start their own painful courses 
later on. Long range planning 
must therefore be put in effect. 
The stone must be obtained, and 
analyzed chemically. A search 
must be made for infection in the 
urinary organs or elsewhere in 
the body. The urine must be test- 
ed to find out whether it is acid 
or alkaline. A study must be 
made of the diet to find out 
whether anything is wrong there, 


Pain Can 


Be Extreme 

Sometimes a stone does pot 
pass itself, and the pain and 
other symploms remain intoler- 


able, When this happens the pas- 


sage of the stone sometimes can 
be aided by oiling or by the use 
of the delicate instruments which 
are now available. One way or 
another, however, the single 
stone can usually be removed and 
the only problem that remains is 
to study ways and means of pre- 
venting later trouble. 

Diet is recogrized as exceed- 
ingly important in the prevention 
of kidney stones. Some foods for 
example, like rhubarb (in large 
quantities), are known to enver 
into the formation of certain 
kinds of chemical stones, Diet 
also plays a part in the formation 
of other kinds of chemical stones, 
and can also be used to change 
the reaction of the urine from 
acid to alkaline or vice versa. 
This last is a measure of great 
importance,
